Austin, December 21, 1853. 

House met pursuant to adjournment—roll called—quorum 
present. 

On motion of Mr. Bourland, the reading of the jourual of 
yesterday was dispensed with. 

Mr. Travis moved that the House take a recess until 10 
minutes before eleven o’clock ; lost. 

The Joint committee appointed to inform the Governor and 


Lieutenant-Governor elect, of their election; roported that. 


duty performed. 

The Senate was reported at the door; the President was invi- 
ted to a seat on the right of the Speaker, and Senators to seats 
prepared for them. : 

The Governor and Governor and Lieutenant-Governor elect, 
were announced at the bar, escorted by the committee of 
Arrangements. 

The rollof the House was called, and after appropriate 
prayer by the Chaplain, the Governor elect, E: M. Pease, and 
Lieutenant-Governor elect, D. C. Dickson, took the oath of 
office prescribed by the constitution. 


Governor James W. Henderson said: 


Gentlemen of the Senate i 
and House of Representatives : 

The time has arrived when my official connexion with you 
is about to terminate, and the duties which have devolved upor 
me, are to be assumed by those who have been chosen by the 
people of this State to discharge them for the next two years. 

The present is an interesting occasion ; it affords us a practical 
illustration of one of the chief beauties of our free and republi- 
can institutions, When we contrast the operations of our repre- 
sentative government with those otf the Old World, we can but 
admire the wisdom and beauty of that feature in our govern- 
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ment and people, which permits the citizen who may have been 
called, for a time, to discharge the duties of a public station, again 
to return to-private life, losing nothing by the change in the es- 
timation of his countrymen, if he has discharged his duty faith- 


` fully and honestly to his constituency. 


- The occasion for which we have here assembled is to me in- 
teresting, for it affords me the opportunity to give expression to 
the opinion which I entertain, in common with the people of 
this State, that in surrendering the responsible trusts to my suc- 
cessor, both as executive of the State and presiding officer of the 
Senate, to which office I was elevated by the suffrage of my fel- 
low-citizens, the duties of which I have discharged until with- 
in a few weeks past, they are committed iuto the hands and keep- 
ing of worthy and capable men ; men in whose hands the honor 
and interest of the State may be safely placed, with a guarantee 


implied, by the confidence of their countrymen which has ele- 


vated them to the respective offices, the duties of which they are 
here about to assume, will be discharged to the satisfaction of 
their constituents, and with credit to themselves. - 
Gentlemen of the Legislature: The short time that I have 
been in the discharge of the duties of the executive of the State, 
and the circumstanees that placed me in that position, and at a 
time, too, so near the approach of the incoming administration, 
taken in connection with the fact, that my immediate predecessor 
had, at the commencement of your present session, laid before 
you, and discussed, in a clear and comprebensive manner, the 
principal topics of interest to the people of the State, have pre- 
vented me from laying before you, for your consideration, such 
views as I entertain of the true policy and interest of our State. 
Yet, gentlemen, I can but eongratulate you upon the evidence 
everywhere presented, of the prosperous condition of our people, 
and the evident interest that Texas is awakening in the minds of 
our sister States, of the importance of her present position. 
Then, gentlemen of the Legislature, let me, in the language of 
a distinguished Texian, who has long since retired to private 
life. urge you to “duly appreciate the privilege of our peculiar 
position; lose not the opportunity which God has given you of 
doing good, but act for your country, and that only with an eye 
single to her glory and greatness ; do whatever wisdom and ex- 
perience shall suggest for the spread of knowledge, virtue and 
useful arts, and for the development of the vast resources which 
are slumbering on our mountains, and lying dormant in the ger- 
minaüng power of our soil. In a word, sacrifice all narrow- 
minded selfishness upon the hailowed altar of patriotism, and by 
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an energetic and enlightened discharge of the trusts confided to 
you, elevate our young State into that proud rank which her 
unrivalled and unbounded wealth entitle her to take among her 
sister States in the great confederacy.” 

Gentlemen, trusting that the result of your deliberations may 
meet the expectations of your constituents, and promote the great 
interests of the State, I leave you with a deep sense of the grati- 
tude that I am under to my associates of the Senate, whose gen- 
erous aid has at all times sustained me in the discharge of my du- 
ties in that body. Gentlemen, I leave you with the kindest feel- 
ings for each one of you, and no matter what my position: may be 
in after life, I shall look back with pride and pleasure to the time 
when my association with you was of such an agreeable char- 
acter, and that T was the recipient of so much kindness and cour- 
tesy at your hands. 


Mr. Pease delivered the following inaugural address: 


In appearing before you to assume the duties of the office to 
which I have been called by the partiality of my fellow-citizens, 
I feel sensibly the magnitude and importance of the trust that has 
been confided to my charge, and a sincere diffideuce of my ability 
to acquit myself of it in a manner that will meet their just ex- 
pectations, 

In discharging the varied functions of the government over 
which I have been selected to preside, I shall rely with confi 
dence on the cordial support and co-operation of the legislature, 
without which my efforts can be productive of but little benefit. 

Our past history is of peculiar interest; ours is the only State 
that has come into the Union by voluntary annexation ; our in- 
troduction led the way to an extension of its limits over New 
Mexico, Utah and California, embracing a territory nearly equal, 
to the entire area of the Union at its formation. Although some 
fears were for a time entertained of the effect that such a large 
and sudden acquisition might have upon the peace and perpetui- 
ty of the Union, yet experience has demonstrated the fact that no 
danger is to be apprehended from its expansion so long as the 
exercise of its powers is confined to those abjects contemplated 
by the constitution. 

Our present attitude before the world is not less interesting ; 
with a territory containing more square miles than many of the 
governments of Europe; possessing by nature nearly every ele- 
ment necessary to constitute a great and powerful State, with a ` 
large public domain unequalled for diversity and fertility of soil, 
and a climate adapted to the production of all the necessaries 
and most of the luxuries of life, with a vast mineral wealth and 
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great capabilities for manufacturing purposes, we have it in our 
power by a proper use of all these advantages, and a judicions 
application of our means, to lay the foundation for those public 
improvements and institutions which will hereafter rank Texas 
as the first State in the Americun Union. 

While we have so many causes, for congratulation in the con- 
templation of our past and present situation, it becomes us as a 
people to remember with reverence that Being who has hitherto 
watched over and assisted our progress through scenes of diffi- 
culty and trial to our present state of prosperity, and humbly : 
solicit that he will eontinue to us his benificent care and protec- 
tion. 

The example of my predecessors will not justify me in detain- 
ing you on this occasion to give you my views upon those mea- 
sures of public poliey which I think should receive your atten- 
tion during the present session. I shall avail myself of an early 
opportunity to do this, satisfied that your patriotism and enlight- 
ened judgment will give to them that consideration and reflec- 
tion which their importance demands. E. M. PEASE. 


. After which, Mr. Dickson, Lieutenant-Governor elect, said : 


Gentlemen of the Senate: 
of the House of Representatives, 
and Hellow-Crtizens ; 

The office to which I have been elected by the people of Tex- 
as, is one under ordinary circumstances, ministerial in its charac- 
ter, and the duties of which being restricted to the presidency of 
the Senate, are prescribed by the rules adopted for the govern- 
ment of that body. Under these circumstances, it will not be 
expected of me that I should attempt an exposition of State pol- 
icy, or enlarge upon those views which should, in my opinion, 
be adopted by the legislature in furthering the great interests 
committed to its charge. ‘This duty has, by the constitution of 
the country, been assigned to and performed by another, and 
there I am content tolet it rest. I cannot, however, suffer the 
present occasion to pass me, but on the contrary gladly avail 
myself of the opportunity now afforded me to returp tothe peo- 
ple of ‘Texas, through their Senators and Representatives here 
assembled, my profound acknowledgments for the distinguished. 
honor they have conferred upon me, and to give assurance of an 
anxious desire and determination upon thy part to discharge the 
duties now devolving upon me in such a manner as to expedite 
the business of the Senate,and at the same time advance as far as 
I may be able, the best iuterest of the whole people of Texas.

~ The Joint Select committee, appointed for the purpose of exa- 
mining the situation of the Treasury, having discharged that 
duty strictly in accordance with the spirit of their 1nstructions, 
beg leave to report: That the most rigid and thorough serutiny, 
not only exhibits every dollar with which the Treasurer stands 
charged, but a disinterested devotion to the interest and pros- 
perity of his State, on the part of that officer, not always evinced 
by those having publie funds in charge. ‘The books are neatly 
kept, and easy of reference; the accounts and entire affairs of 
the office systematically arranged, and, what is best of all, the 
money is all there. The committee did not for a moment en- 
tertain a doubt of this being the case, but they conceived it to be

their duty to know the fact from actual examination, and there- 
fore overhauled the whole department— handled every dollar, 
and, by carefully weighing and counting, ascertained the amount 
of money and other assets on hand, and the correctness of the 


'T'reasurer's report in relation to the State funds. Great credit is. 


certainly due that gentleman. Millions of dollars have passed 
through his hands, and millions are still under his charge ; yet, 
the committee find no discrepancy in his accounts, and nothing 
out of place, 

The Committee deem it due to Mr. Raymond to say, that he 
has saved more than three thousand dollars to the State in col- 
lecting interest on the United States bonds now in the Treasury 
ef the State, by exchanging the interest coupons for cash, at par, 
as opportunity offéred, instead of paying a per centage to collect, 
- or sending on an agent for that purpose at great expense and risk 
to the State.

In conclusion, the committee would most earnestly solicit at- 
tention to the fact, that the salary of the 'T'reasurer is not in pro- 
portion to the responsibilities and labor of the office. It is not 
equal to a clerkship in many business establishments, and most 
assuredly not equal to the salaries paid by other States to those 
holding such responsible trusts. The committee, therefore, re- 
commend that the Finance Committees of the two Houses be in- 
structed to inquire into the propriety of increasing the salary of 
that officer.

The Message is as follows: 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and of the House of Représentatives : 


The constitution makes it the duty of the Governor to give 
you information, in writing, of the state of the government, and 
recommend to your consideration such measures as he may 
deem expedient. JIt-cannot,:however, be expeeted that I, shall be 
able, so soon after my installation, to-give yeu. much information 
upon these subjects ; I shall, therefore, for the present content my- 
self with a reference:to the very full and.satisfaetory,communica- 
tion of-niy predecessor,delivered to you at the.commence ment of 
your session, with the assuranée that-I shall. hereaflercommunicate 
whatever information 1 may obtain in relation to the condition and 
Operation of the government, that will be interesting to you, or 
useful in the prosecntion of your labors. 

In recommending measures for -your consideration, I shall 
mainly confine myself to a-few of :those important and leading 
ones that seem:to-have been designated by public opinion for the 
action of the present Legislature, the early adoption of which 
will tend rapidly -to develope.the resonrces of the State, and to 
promote the happiness and prosperity of its citizens. 

Of these .measures,.one.of the most important is, to make a 
suitable and permanent provision for:the support of public schools. 
The highest and most sacred duty ,of a free government is, to 
provide the means for educating its citizens in a manner, that 
will enable them to understand. their duties and their obligations; 
this, too, is a measnre that is enjoined upon the Legislature by 
‘the constitution. ' 

The want of.available means has heretofore furnished a ready 
excuse. for the neglect nof this duty. But this no longer exists. 
The State now has. ample means at its command, and an oppor- 
tunity is offéred-to establish a system of publie schools that will 
extend its benefits to every child within its limits; 1f we fail to 
embrace. it,. we shall be faithless to our-duties and the trust that 
has been: reposed. in. us by our feliow-citizens. _ 

It is respectfully :regcommended, that-two millions of dollars of 
the United-States five per cent. bends, now in the treasury, shall 
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be appropriated and set apart as a permanent fund for the support 
of public schools. That the income of this fund shall be an- 
nually apportioned to the several counties of the State, accord- — 
ing to the number of free children in each between the ages of 

five and sixteen years, to be ascertained in such manner as may 
be considered most convenient; and that the amount due to each 
county shall be paid over to the county treasurer semi-annually, 
to be disbursed under the orders of the county courts, to such 
teachers as the parents or guardians of the children may choose 
to employ for their education. = 

I do not pretend to recommend this as a perfect system; but 
its operation will be simple and cheap; it may be commenced 
without delay, and it seems to be better adapted to our situation 
than any otner system that has come under my notice. A plan 
very similar to this has succeeded well in some of the neighbor- 
ing States, where the population is sparse, like our own. Time 
and experience will point out the defects of the system proposed, 
aud enable us by future legislation to perfect and adapt it to the 
situation and wants of our population. ! 

I would also recommend that the amount which has already 
accumulated by the appropriation of the one-tenth of the annu- 
al revenue of the State derivable from taxation, be added to 
the principal of this fund, and that for the future, this tenth be 
&pportioned in the same manner as the income of the fund. 

nder the present provisions of the constitution, the lands 
that have been donated to the several counties for publie schools 
cannot.be alienated in fee, nor disposed of otherwise than by 
lease, for a term not exceeding twenty years. InaState where 
land is so cheap as it is here, and where so large a quantity is 
in market, it cannot. be expected that under these provisions 
any benefit will be derived from these school lands during the 
resent generation. Much of it is located in large bodies, 
in sections of the State where it would be improved if subject 
to sale. The poliey of reserving from sale, and consequently 
from cultivation, such large bodies of land, may well be 
questioned, and I recommend to your consideration the pro- 
riety of an amendment to the constitution, by which these 
ands may be alienated under the direction of the Legislature, 
upon the petition of a majority of the citizens of the county. 
owning the lands. 

If such an amendment were adopted, these lands might be 
cubdivided into small and convenient tracts, and each alternate 
tract might be sold upon a long credit, at not less than a mini- 
mum price; the purchaser to pay an interest of six. per cent. 
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_ on the amount of his purchase, to be annually expended in the 


same manner as the school money. distributed by the State. 
By adopting this policy, most of the counties would derive 
some immediate benefit from their school lands, and the alter- 
nate tracts reserved from sale would much more rapidly in- 
crease in value. 

The want of a good University in the State, where a liberal 
education can be obtained, is a serious inconvenience. It 
should be our policy to furnish, within our own limits all the 
‘means for obtaining an education, that can be had in any part 
of the Union, so as to remove the necessity of having to send 
our youth abroad to be educated among those who are hostile 
to the policy and institutions of the State. 

The present seems to be a favorable time to lay the founda- 
tion for such an institution, and I respectfully recommend that 
the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars of the Uni; 
ted States bonds now in the treasury, be appropriated and set 
apart as a perpetual fund, the interest of which shall be applied 


to the erection and support of a State University. The income . 


"of such a fund, with the amount that may hereafter be realized 
from the lands that have been set apart by an act of the late 
Republic, will, at no distant period, enable us to build upa 
University fully ele to all the wants of our State. lam 
aware that these lands were appropriated for the establishment 
and endowment of two Universities, but I suggest for your con- 
sideration, that it would be better to have one well endowed 
institution of the kind, than to apportion our funds for the 
erection of two, neither of which could afford the advantages 
which.are furnished by similar institutions in other States of 
the Union. l 

Should such an appropriati be made, it will be necessary 
to pass laws for the location of the proposed University at some 
central point, convenient to the entire State, as well as for the 
erection of the necessary buildings and for the organization and 

overnment of the institution. 

The establishment and endowment of an Asylum for lunatics, 
and an institution for the education of the deaf and dumb, are 
measures that should commend themselves to your considera- 
tion. Our census tables show that we have in our midst many 
of both of these unfortunate classes, who have a claim upon our 


mpathy and bounty, and who now have to be sent away from . 
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their friends to distant parts of the Union, in order to obtain 

the means of alleviating and improving their condition. 
Institutions of this character cannot be established in a State 
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&o new as ours, except under the care aid patronage of the go- 
vernment, and I recommend that the sum of five hundred thou- 
sand: dollars of the United States bonds be appropriated and 
Set apart as a perpetual fund, one-half for each of these institu- 
tions, the income of which ‘shall be applied to their erection 
and support. Should you concur in this recommendation, you 
will of course pass the necessary laws for their location, estab- 
hshment and government. ; i 
‘These appropriations will absorb a large portion of the Uni- 
ted States bonds now in the Treasury, but the objects for which 
itis proposed to use them are of great practical utility, and will 
be productive of benefits as lasting as the institutions under 
which we live. (| 
rd The improvement of our navigable water-courses and the 
construction of railroads are measures of great interest to our 
citizens, and have deeply engaged publie attention. Our past 
legislation has frequently been directed to these objects, but it ^ 
^ has been productive of little if any benefit. l 
The rejection, at the late élection, of the river bill of thè last 
session, cannot be fairly considered as an expression of the peo- 
ple against the policy of attempting to improve our navigable 
rivers. That bill was defective in its details, and made insuffi- 
cient appropriations for those streams that are suseeptible of 
being improved, while it contained many appropriations for ob- 
jects of questionable utility. Itshould be borne in mind that 
our large rivers have; without any improvement, hitherto fur- 
nished the means of transporting most ef our productions to a 
market, and we must continue to rely upon them to a great ex- 
tent for many years, even if the construction of railroads shall 
proceed as rapidly as is anticipated by their most sanguine 
friends. It is believed that a moderate expenditure of money 
by the government would greatly increase their usefulness and 
add largely to the value of the taxable property of the State. 
If such be the case, it certainly is an object worthy of your eti- 
couragement and patronage. f 
DA advantagés to: be derived to our State from the construc- 
-Arton of railroads, are too obvious to require demonstration; the 
t" necessity for them is felt and acknowledged by all, and it is a 
question of great interest to our citizens to devise and adopt 
some policy, by which we can secure their construction at the 
earliest period. 
- The limitations imposed by the Constitution upon the power 
of the Legislature, preclude the State from undertaking these 
improvements or becoming a part owner of the stock of any 
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corporation created for that purpose. The active capital in the 
hands of our own citizens ie 'suflicient to secura thei¥ con- 
struction, but, for. the attainment of this object, we may bold 
out sufficient inducements for the introduction of capital from 
abroad. It cannot be disguised that the population and. buei- 
ness of the State are not such, at this time, as to promise the re- 
turn of an immediate profit on the amount that may be invest- 
ed in such enterprizes. Indeed, it may well be doubted wheth- 
er a railroad in any section of the State would, for the next five 
years, pay an interest of five per cent. on the amount invested, 
in addition to the costs of repairs and other expenses necessary 
to keep the road in operation. If, therefore, we would invite 
the employment of capital from abroad, in railroads in this 
State, we must hold out such inducements of ultimate profit as 
will compensate the holders of it, for the small interest they will 
receive during the first years of its investment. Fortunately, 
the large extent of our public domain will enable us to do this, 
without imposing any onerous burden on our citizens. 
7 I had intended on this occasion to present you my opinions in 
relation to the best mode of securing the pássage aeross our State 
of-the proposed rail road to the Pacific Ocean ; but this is now 
rendered unnecessary by the bill which you have already passed 
to provide for the construction of the Mississippi'and Pacific Rail 
Road. While the principal provisions of this law are unobjec- 
tionable, I think it might have been improved in some of its de- 
tails, particularly in that provision which authorizes the company 
to receive patents for the landsselected previous to the comple- 
tion of the entire road. 

It is to be hoped that this law will accomplish forthe State all 
that is anticipated by its friends. 

The duties and responsibilities imposed upon the Governor 
under the provisions of this law will be cheerfully undertaken, 
and f shall endeavor to execute them in a manner calculated to 
effect the objeets intended by the Legislature. ] l 

In adopting any general system for aiding other companies in 
the construction of rail roads, we find ourselves embarrassed by 
the. numerous charters that have heretofore Deen -granted to indi- 
viduals, without any ‘specific designation of the routes. they were 
to pursue, who still holdand'rely on them, although not a doltar 
of capital stock has ever been paid. It is much to be regrétted 
that instead of granting-charters indiscriminately to all who ap- 
plied, without any assurance that the applicants were. possessed 
of'the necessary means to comply with their provisions, the 
State did not first locate and survey such routes as the wants of 
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ecommerce and the business of the country’ seemed to- require, 
and then grant charters for these routes to companies who 
should organise after a subscription of stock, with an amount 
actually paid at the time of subscribing sufficient to show an in 
tention of prosecuting the work in good faith. Had this course 
been pursued, our statute books would not have been encumbered 
with rail road charters,-many of them commeneing nearly at the 
same point, and conflicting with each other in the routes they 
propose to pursue, nearly all of which have expired, or are 


about to expire without having accomplished anything beneficial 


to the public. 

In regard to such charters as have been heretofore granted, 
I respeetfully recommend that no extension of time shall be 
granted to any company, unless satisfactory evidence is pre- 
sented, that it has actually commenced the construction of 
its road, and that a sufficient amount of stock has been paid 
to give a reasonable certainty that the road will be completed. 
I would also suggest that in all such cases, the route and ter- 
mination of the road shall be designated, when this has not been 
done in the original charter, and if any further donations of 
land are made to such companies, they should receive the 
patents only on the final completion of their roads. 

In extending aid to future railroad enterprises, we ought to 
e the evils that have attended our past legislation on the 
subject. | 

Fwod suggest that all charters hereafter granted to railroad. 
companies, should specifically designate the route to be\ pur- 
sued as well as the commencement and termination of the road. 
That they should appoint commissioners to receive subscriptions 
for stock, a portion of which should be paid at the time of sab- 
scribing, and whenever a reasonable amount of stock has been 
subscribed on these terms, the stockholders should be permitted 
to hold an election and organize the company. That the char- 
ter should also limit the time within which the companies shall 
commence their roads, and prescribe the number of miles to be 
constructed from year to year, until their final completion. The 
State should grant bounties of land sufficient to induce capita- 
lists to become stockholders in companies thus organized, the 
land to be selected from time to time, as the road progresses, but 
no title to be issued until the road shall be completed according 
to the terms of the charter. These companies should be re 
quired to alienate the lands thus acquired within a limited time 
after the completion of their roads. Should this eourse be 
adopted, the State would secure the construction of valuable 
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works of Internal Improvements, betore she parted. with .her- 
lands, instead of being liable to have the works abandoned 
after those portions have been constructed which promise an 
immediate profit. 

I would also suggest that the alternate sections upon the line 
of-the Mississippi and Pacific road be granted to other roads 
connecting this with our gulf ports, with the Vicksburg road 
and the New Orleans and Opelousas road at such points as 
will best accommodate the different sections of the State.— 
Such a disposition of these sections is but just, since the por- 
tions of the State through which these branch roads are to be 
built, will receive no immediate benefit from the Pacific road 
unless they are thus connected with it. 

1n addition to the aid proposed to be extended to railroads in 
the manner heretofore indicated, I think it would be good poli- 
cy to authorize the school fund, the university fund, and any 
other funds that may be set apart by the State for charitable 
and benevolent uses, to be loaned out, from time to time, to 
railroad companies, in this State, as they may progress with the 
constrnetion of their roads. I entertain no doubt in relation to 
the. power of the Legislature to make this disposition of these 
funds. The period is not very remote when the United States 
bonds will be redeemable, and necessity will then force us, if we 
would derive an income from their proceeds, to make some in- 


vestment of them. If they can be securely loaned out, so as to | 


be used in the prosecution of works of improvement calculated 
to develope the resources of the State, and contribute to the 
wealth and convenience of our citizens, it is our duty to make 
this disposition of them. : 

Should these views meet with your approbation, I recom- 
mend that a Board of Commissioners be established to consist 
of the Comptroller, Treasurer and Secretary of State, who shall 
be authorized, with the concurrence of the Governor, tu loan 
these funds at six per cent. interest per annum, payable semi- 
annually, for a period not exceeding twenty years, to compa- 
nies chartered by this State, for the construction of railroads 
and other works of internal improvement. The amount loaned 
to any company in no ease to exceed the one-third of the ac- 
tual cost of the works that have been constructed, and to be 
well secured by a lien on the property ofthe company, subject 
to be enforced without a suit, by a sale after sixty days public 
notice. 


The condition of the Indian tribes within the limits of our ` 


State calls for some action on the part of the legislature. Our 
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situation in relation to this class of population is different from 
that of any of the frontier States of the Union. In these the Gen- 
eral Government has the sole. and exclusive control of the pub- 
lic domain over which the Indians formerly roamed, and under 
the power given by the Constitution to Congress toregulate com- 
merce with the Indian tribes, that department has assigned to 
them certain limits which they are to occupy, and regulates all 
intercourse between them and the whites, and also between the 
different tribes. Under this policy, Indian depredations have 
ceased for many years. The General Government has the sanie 
power to regulate intercourse with the tribes within our limits, 
but it cannot be efficiently exercised, because having no right in 
the public domain it cannot set apart any particular district for 
their occupation, and without this their movements cannot be 
controlled. I respectfully suggest that a portion of our vaeant 
domain, remote from the settled parts of the State, shall be ap- 
propriated for the temporary occupation of those remnants of 
tribes that properly belong to this State ; that all locations with- 
in the limits thereof be prohibited, and that a qualified juris- 
diction for Indian purposes be ceded to the General Govern- 
ment for a term of years, provided she will engage to remove 
them within those limits and keep them there subject to her 
laws regulating intercourse with the Indian tribes. PS 
The business before the Supreme Court is increasing so raps 
idly that it will soon be impossible, with the present number of 
Judges, to dispose ef the docket during each term; indeed, 
the number of cases now taken to that Court is so great, that 
many important ones are continued over from term to term for 
want of sufficient time to give them that thorough investigation 
which the vast interests involved require at the hands of the 
Judges. Much of their time is consumed in preparing the 
written opinions which they are required to give in each case. 
By increasing the number of the Judges, this labor will be di- 
vided, and more time given to the examination and de- 
cision of causes. I therefore recommend an amendment of the 
Constitution, so as to give the legislature the power to increase 
the number of the Judges to five. Should you concur in this 
recommendation, I suggest that you, at the same time, propose 
an amendment giving to the Governor power to fill all vacan- 
cies that may occur in the Supreme and District Courts, and 
in the offices of Attorney-General, District-Attorney, Comp- 
troller, Treasurer and Commissioner of the General Landofiice, 
by appointment, to continue in force until the vacancy can be 
filled by the people at the next regular election for State. or 
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eounty officers. Under the present provisions of the Constitu- 


tion, should any of these officers die or resign, the office must 
continue vacant until an election can be held, which will take 
several months. Such an amendment would obviate the neces- 
sity that now exists for frequent elections at different periods 
in the year, and subserve the public interest by baving these 
offices temporarily filled, immediately on the happening of a 
vacancy. 

In connection with this subject, I feel it my duty to call 
your attention tothe inadequate salaries now paid to the Judg- 
es of both the Supreme and District Courts. The duties of 
these offices are very laborious, and they should be filled only 
by men of stern integrity, and of superior legal attainments. 
It would seem needless to argue that,in order to secure men of 


qualifications adequate to the important and laborious duties | 


which they have to perform, a just compensation should be paid 
for their services. It must be obvious to all, that the present 
incumbents of these offices have never received salaries com- 
mensurate with their ‘labors and merits. I trust that this sub- 
ject will not fail to receive your early attention and efficient 
action. . 

' Your attention is invited to the law regulating appeals to the 
Supreme Court in criminal eases, under the provisions of 
which, in: all cases, not capital, the prisoner, after conviction, 
by taking an appeal, is permitted to be released on bail. For 
several offences persons may be confined to hard labor in the 
Penitentiary for fifteen years ; for others they may bè confined 
in like manner for life; still, by this law, they, by taking an 
&ppeal, are entitled to bail after they have been convicted by a 
jury, and thus in all cases, except treason, and murder in the 
first degree, convicts have it in their power to purchase exemp- 
tion from the penalties of our criminal laws. It is hoped that 
this evil wil] be remedied without delay. l 

It is believed that an examination of our criminal laws will 
show, that there are some offences for which free persons may 
be' subjected to the barbarous punishment of whipping. These 
provisions are inconsistent with the general spirit of our crimi- 
nal laws, and-ought not longer to be retained. 

Our laws, both civil and criminal, in my judgment, require 
a careful revision, We have adopted, it is true, the best por- 
tions of two different systems, but this was not done at the 
same time, and it was usually effected by crude and hasty le- 
gislation; as a necessary consequence, these different parts 
have never been brought to combine into one harmonious sys- 
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tem.. Our rules of aap and of practice in the courts are 

meagre and exceedingly defective. Our statutes concern- 

ing crimes and punishments were often passed without reflec- 
tion, many of their provisions conflict with each other, and 
these, more than any other portions of our laws, require to’ be 
carefully revised and amended. These are defects which has- 
ty legislation cannot cure. ` 

I would recommend that you make a suitable provision for 
the appointment of a commission of three gentlemen learned in 
the law, whose duty it shall be to prepare a code of civil and 
one of criminal procedure; and also a code of general laws 
or rules of decision, and that all these be reported for the action 
of the next Leyislature. - l ; 

Should this be done with ability and care, our system of pro- 
cedure might be better adapted to the attainment of the ends 
of justice than any other which has been devised, and the 
whole of the rules and principles of the general laws, which 
are now diffused in an almost endless number of text books and 
reports, could then be contained in a single volume.-~ This 
would be accessible to all, and should be adapted, as near as 
possible, to every comprehension. -~ à 7 

For the reasons mentioned above, it is evident that there is 
a stronger necessity for arevision and modification of our laws 
than those of any other State inthe Union. Besides, we should 
receive aid from the lights furnished-by the-successful experi- 
ments of several of our sister States. I feel entire confi- 
dence in recommending this measure to your attention as one 
calculated to be productive of vast advantage to the State. 

Our territory is so extensive and so sparsely settled that but 
little is yet known of its agricultural and mineral capacities. 
‘This must continue to be the case, if we wait for the slow pro- 
cess of settlement to develope them. It is believed that an ac- 
curate and scientific geological survey of the State will disclose 

ources of wealth and prosperity that would otherwise remain 
unknuwn for years; besides giving an accurate knowledge of 
our mineral wealth and its localities, it will doubtless show the 
capacity of our soil for the production of many profitable articles 
for export, the cultivation of which is now entirely neglected. 
By diffusing this information abroad, we shall make known the 
great inducements that our State offers to emigrants, and insure 
a large increase of population. I recommend this measure to 
your serious consideration. 

It think it important that provision should be made for run- 
ning and marking the boundary between 'T'exas and the territo- 
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ties of the United States, from the point where it leaves Red 
River to where it intersects the Rio Grande. This duty might 
be imposed upon those who are selected to make the geological 
survey, without incurring much additional expense ‘I'he exe- 
cution of any law that may be passed on this subject would, of 
course, be dependent upon a law being passed by the Congress of 
the United States for the appointment of commissioners on her 
part to join in the work. lt is believed that our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress would have no difficulty in procur- 
ing the passage of such a law, if the initiatory step be taken on 
our part. 

The Penitentiary, as at present conducted, is a heavy expense 
to the State. It is believed that if the buildings were completed 
and enclosed with a wall, according to the original plan, and 
suitable workshops erected, the labor of the convicts might be 
let out to the highest bidder, for a term of years, for an amount 
more than sufficient to re-imburse the expense of their mainten 
ance. Under such an arrangement, the contractors should be 
required to employ the convicts either in manufacturing, or at 
-such trades as would be least calculated to interfere with the me- 
chanical iudustry of the State Itis hoped that this subject will 
receive that attention from you which its importance demands. 

The laws granting pre-emption rights to actual settlers ‘upon 
the public domain are somewhat obscure and conflicting in their 
provisions. I think it advisable that they be revised and so 
changed as to grant io each settler only two hundred acres of 
land. 'This is the quantity protected by the constitution, as a 
homestead to each head of a family, and is sufficient for farming 
purposes. 

In connection with this subject, I call your attention to the 
law ifrelation to the right of aliens to hold lands. We are dai- 
ly recéiving large accessions to our population, by immigration 

- from foreign countries. The first wish of these immigrants, on 
their arrival here, is to secnre a home and an interest in the soil; 
but they are now denied this-privilege until they have resided 
here five years—the period required for their baturalization. In 

-many of the States of the Union, laws have been passed author- 

-ising aliens to hold lands immediately on their arrival, provided 
they make a declaration under oath of their intention to become 
citizens. Some of them have goue so far as to incorporate a pro- 

- vision in their constitution, giviug to aliens all the rights of citi- 
zens of the State ata period much earlier than they can be ob- 
tained under the naturalization laws of the United States. This 
policy has secured to these States a large portion of the foreign 
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immigration for the last few years, and -has added. much to their 
productions and wealth. If the same liberal policy were here 
adopted, similar advantages could not fail to result to our State. 

The State has heretofore made ample provision for a just and 
equitable settlement and payment of our revolutionary debt, 
anda portion of our creditors have aeceded to the settlement of 
their claims, and received payment therefor; others. refuse to 
acknowledge the right of the State to ascertain and fix the 
amount of her indebtedness to them, and insist upon receiving 
the face value of their claims, although they were issued by the 
government at rates varying from twenty to seventy .cents;on 
the dollar. In consequence of this refusal, five millions of the 
five per cent. stock that were to have -been issued under the 
provisions of the act of Congress, approved the 9th day of 
September, 1850, proposing to the State of Texas the.establish- 
ment of her northern and western boundaries, &e., are still 
unavailable to the State. A reasonable time has already been 
allowed for these creditors to accept of the terms proposed, and 
receive payment of the amount due them.  L therefore respeet- 
fully suggest that a law shall be passed designating a time with- 
in whieh allholders of recognized claims against the State 
of Texas shall present them to the Treasurer, accompanied with 
releases of all claim against the United States for or on ac- 
count thereof, in the form that has been prescribed by the See- 
retary of the Treasury, and approved by the President of the 
United States, or that such claims shall be forever barred and 
the holders no longer recognized as creditors. ` 

The late period of your session at which I have an opportu- 
nity to make this communication, reminds me of the inappro- 
priate time that the Governor enters upon the discharge of his 
duties. While the legislature'and the Governor are eldeted.at 
the same time, about seven weeks intervene between the com- 
mencement of the labors of these different departments of gov- 
ernment. Itis believed thatif they entered upon their duties 
simultaneously, the sessions of the Legislature would be less 
protracted, and a large amount of expenditure saved to the 
State. I therefore recommend that the constitution be so alter- 
ed. as.to require the Governorto be installed at the. commence- 
ment of the regular sessions of the legislature. 

Many other subjects-of legislation, both of general and. local 
interest, which have not here been noticed, will doubtless- sug- 
gest themselves to you. 

The situation of Texas at this time demands. practieal Jegis- 
ation.

An 
order of survey, in favor of said John Hibbins, was issued in 
the town of Austin, 5th December, 1832, and signed by Miguel 
Arcineiga, and in accordance with this order, asurvey was made 
by the proper officer, and the field-notes returned; but the 
original title, or order of survey, as signed by Arcineiga, was 
in some respects informal. It did not state whether said Hib- 
bins was a married man or not, besides some other omissions, 
and in consequence of this informality, no patent was issued to 
said Hibbins. In 1844 the Congress of the late Republic ot 
Texas passed a joint resolution requiring the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office to embody the field-notes of the 
league of land surveyed by Wm. R. Hensley, deputy for Thos. 
H. Borden, surveyor, for John Hibbins, into the blank left in 
the original title which was signed by Miguel Arciniegá, in 
December, 1832. And further, the said joint resolution requir- 
ed the Commissioner of the General Land Office to issue to 
the heirs of said Hibbins a copy of said title, after the same 
had been amended. And it was decreed by said joint resolu- 
tion, that the title so amended should serve as a valid title to 
said land in favor of the heirs. Provided, that said resolution 
should not impair the right of any person claiming adversely 
to the heirs. Previous to the passage of this resolution men- 
tioned above, the land upon which said Hibbins! location had 
been made, was located and surveyed by virtue of another gen- 
uine headright certificate. Suit was instituted by the heirs, 
against the party claiming by virtue of the last named file, 
and was decided in the Supreme Court, againstthe heirs. The 
committee are unanimously of the opinion that the heirs of 
Hibbins are entitled to land—thát it was only by circumstances 
that they could not control that they have been ousted from 
their original title.

Mr. Dooly, chairman of the Special committee appointed to 
exàmine land titles in Fisher & Miller’s colony, made the fol 
lowing report: 


To the Hon. H. R. Runners, ^7 = 
Speaker of the House of Representatives: 


The Special committee, appointed to examine land titles in 
Fisher & Miller's colony, to whom were referred a bill to be 
entitled an aet to authorize aud regulate the surveying and 
patenting of colony certificates in Fisher & Miller's colony, 
and also the petition of sundry citizens of Gillespie county, 
colonists of said colony, praying for relief, have had the same 
under consideration. There was a full attendance of said com- 
mittee, and they carefully examined said bill and petition, and 
the nature of the relief appropriate to remedy the grievances 
of which the colonists complain. They find that by an aet 
passed March 20th, 1848, entitled an act to secure to thé colo- 
nists of Fisher & Miller’s colony, the land to which they may 
be entitled—each head of a family, as a colonist, was entitled to 
640 acres of land, and each single man, over seventeen years of 
age, 320 acres, provided, they arrived in Texas before the first of 
September, 1847. ‘This act prescribes the mode in whichthey - 
should make the requisite proof, select their land, &c. It 
made it the duty of the District Surveyor of Bexar District (in 


‘which the colony lies) to furnish the Commissioner of thé Gen- 


eral Land Office with a correct map of all the surveys made in 
said colony. It also provided for the appointment’ of a com- 
missioner to-hear the proof and issue certificates to the emi- 
grants, and made it the duty of the Commissioner of the Land 
Office to give to the commissioner of the colony, a certified 
copy of the map of said colony. Upon said map were districted 


‘and designated by numbers, the surveys which the emigrants 


might take, and those reserved for government were.left with- 
out numbers on said map. Said law prescribed that the emi- 
grant should select his land at the time he received his certifi- 
cate, and the commissioner designated the survey..bv number 
and district upon the certificate. By an act passed January 
91st, 1850, the provisions of the act of 1848 were further ex. 
tended for the relief of said colonists; and all the conditions 
and restrictions on the rights of the emigrants to obtain patents 
for their lands were evidently intended to be rémoved, as by 
reference to the 7th and 8th sections of said act will apnear. 
But since thé passage of the last mentioned‘act, and upon the 
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return of many of the field-notes to the General Land Office, it 
was ascertained that descripencies existed in surveys, and 
other errors, which in no degree affect the right of the emi- 
grants, but are of sufficient consequence to cause the Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office to hesitate to issue patents upon man 
of the certificates, without the interposition of the Legislature. 
To remove these objections seems to be the intention of the 
bill under consideration. It evidently seeks no new rights, but 
‘the removal of obstacles to the perfection of rights. The com- 
mittee have unanimously instructed me to report said bill 
back to the House, and with the following amendments, to. 
recommend its passage : 

Amendment 1st. Strike out the caption and insert “an act 
for the relief of the colonists of Fisher & Miller's colony.” 

2d. At the end of section first insert “for the quantity of 

land designated in such certificates. — ' l 

3d. After the word certificates, third section, first line, insert 
* now issued, or that may hereafter be issued by virtue of this ` 
act. 

Ath. In the fourth section fill blank with “ twenty cents."—

Much hasbeen done 
and no doubt wisely done, for the encouragement of railroad 
companies, and very recently the Legislature has-endowed one 
work of this character with an imperial domain. But it seems, 
to your committee that how munificient soever we may be in 


. donating lands or money to railroads, if we stop here, and 


exclude every other species of publie improvement from the 
benefits of legislative encouragement, we fall short of our 
whole duty.in this. matter. Thereare many and. important: 
sections of the State to which neither the Pacific railroad nor 
any other railroad now in contemplation or ever likely to be 
constructed will furnish the necessary transportation facilities. 

Your committee can see no justice in sentencing. the citi- 
zens of those portions of the State to perpetual exclusion from: 
those benefits which the construction of railroads will confer- 
upon those more favorably situated. The citizens. of. the State. 
who are and must ever remain dependent upon the rivers for 
transportation facilities, have a common interest in the public- 
lands and public moneys, and if we are to donate largely to a 
Bpecies.of improvements by which they cannot be particularly: 
advantaged, out of a fund of which they are joint owners, it 
would seem unjust-to deny them some assistance in that way 
which they believe will be available to them. Jt may be that 
the plan of improvement contemplated by.the bill, will, in 
some instances, prove to be but partially. beneficial. But 
your committee are satisfied that in most instances where relief 
is appropriated: by the. bill, much and lasting benefits will be 
conferred by a, judicious expenditure of the-money. 
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- Your. committee, after full consideration, believe that it is 
wiser and more just to grant than to deny the aid asked for by 
the bill, and have therefore instructed me to report the bill 
back to the House without amendment and recommend its 
passage. ;

Gentlemen of the Senate | = 
and of the House of Representatives : 


I transmit, for your consideration, a Memorial that has been 
presented to this department by Leslie Combs, a citizen of the 
State of Kentucky, from which it appears that he is the holder 
of certain liabilities of the late Republic of Texas, amounting, 
at their ostensible value, to the sum of sixty-nine thousand and 
two hundred dollars besides interest, which bave never. been 
filed with the Auditor and Comptroller under the provisions of 
an act to provide fur ascertaining the debt of the late Republie 
af Texas, approved 20th March, 1848, and an act to extend the 
provisions of said act, approved 8th February, 1850. 

Ium unwilling to depart from the rule that has been adopted 
by previous legislatures for ascertaining and paying the debt 
of the late Republic, and cannot therefore recommend the pay- 
ment of the claims of Mr. Combs in the manner that he de- 
sires; but Lam impressed with the necessity for allowing a fur- 
ther time within which Mr. Combs and all other persons hold- 
ing claims against the Republic ot Texas, who neglected to file 
them with the Auditor and Comptroller under the provisions of 
the acts of 20th March, 1848, and 8th February, 1850, may 
yet file them aud have them placed on the same footing as those 
which have been filed. - e 

It will be recollected, that when the time expired for filing 
claims with the Auditor and Comptroller under the provisions 
of the acts referred to, there were claims which had not been 
filed, amounting to about the sum of one million nine hundred 
and eighty-two thousand one hundred and seventy-five dollars 
at their ostensible value, equal to about the sum of one, million’ 
one hundred and seventy-five thousand four hundred and elev: 
eu dollars, at the value fixed upon other similar claims by the 
Auditor and Comptroller. 

The last Legislature, at its extra session in February, 1853, 
passed an act allowing a further time of eighteen months from 
the 7th day of February, 1858, to presetit to the Auditer and 
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Comptroller all claims for personal Services, civil or- military, 
and for supplies, but made no provision for any other descrip- 
tion of claims. This act madé provision for about the sum of 
four hundred aud eighty-six thousand five hundred and forty 
dollars of the claims which had not been filed, at their ostensi- 
ble value, equal to about four hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars at their real-value, leaving unprovided for about the sum 
of one million four hundred and ninety-five thonsand six hun- 
dred and thirty-five dollars at their ostensible value, equal to 
about seven hundred and twenty-five thousand four hundred 
and eleven dollars at their real value. 


No good reason can be adducéd, why this preference should 


have been given to a portion of our creditors over the others. 
All should have been allowed the same privilege. ‘Our own 
records prove the existence of these claims, and justice requires 
that the holders of them should have the same time for their 
presentation and acknowledgment, as has been granted to 
claims for personal services and supplies. 

I submit this matter to your consideration, with full confi- 
dence that you will do justice to every class of our creditors.

To Iis Excellency, E. M. Pease, Governor of the State of Texas, 
the Memorial of Leslie Combs, of Kentucky, respectfully rep- 
resents— 


That he is the holder and owner of sundry bonds of the late 
Republic, amounting jn all to the sum of sixty-nine thousand 
two hundred dollars, ($69,200;) which bonds were issued to 
him under the act of Congress dated June 7th, 1837, approved 
and signed by President Houston. That said bonds are based 
exclusively upon liabilities incurred during the revolution, to 
citizens of Texas, in consideration of “supplies furnished to the 
army, services rendered in the army, and services done generally 
to their country."—(See Gen. Houston's'speech in the U.S. Sen- 
ate last March. . l 

That when Texas become annexed to the United States she 
retained all her public domain for the expressly agreed pnrpose 
of paying her public debt. That on the 9th day of September, 
1850, the Congress of the United States passed the boundary 
act containing, among other provisions, the three following sec: 
tions : i 

Sec. 3. The State of Texas velónquéshes all claim upon the 
United States for liabilities for the debt of Texas, &c. 

Sec. 4. The United. States, in consideration of said establish- 

ment of boundaries, cession of claim to territory, aud relinquish- 
S* 
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ment of claims, agreed to pay to the State of Texas ten millions 
of dollars, in five per cent. stock. 

Sec. 5. Immediately after the President of the United States 
shall bave been furnished: with an authentic copy of the act of 
the General Assemby.oí Texas accepting these propositions, he 
shall cause the stock to be issued in favor of the State of Texas, 
as provided in the 4th article of this agreement; provided, also, 
that no more than five millions of said stock shall be issued un- 
iùl. the creditors of the State of Texas, holding bonds and oth 
er certificates of stock of Texas, for which duties on imports 
were specially pledged, shall first file at THE TREASURY OF THE 
Untrep Srares releases of all elaims against. the United States, 
for or on account of said bonds or certificates, an such form as 
shall be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, and ap- 
proved D the President of the United States.—(See U.S. Stat- 
utes at large, pages 446-7, for the session ef 1849-50. 

That on the 25th day of November, 1850, the State of Texas 
accepted the above recited boundary aet by solemn legislative 
enactment, and immediately thereafter officially notified the Pre- 
sident of the United States of the fact as provided for; by virtue 
whereof the Treasurer of Texas received: from the United States 
the first five millions of dollars in five per cent. bonds. ` 

That confiding in the honor and houesty of the United States 
and Texas, your memorialist on the 30th December, 1850, filed 
the full official evidence of his debt in the Treasury Department 
at Washington, and on the Ist day of April, 1851, fled his re- 
lease according to the said boundary act and the form prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury in pursuance thereof, dated the 
22d day of March, 1851. 

[The circular of the Secretary of the Treasury, a copy of my 
release in pursuance thereof, and the eertificate of the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States, proving all these state- 
ments, are herewith enclosed, marked No. 1, 2,3 

Thus the matter has stood ever since the Ist of April, 1851. 

Your memorialist has complied with every legal requisition to 
enable Texas, not himself, to draw the five millicns.of dollars 
reserved under the boundary act; and if all the other creditors 
had followed his example, the money could, and most probabiy 
would have been, long since, disu ibnted amongst them. But he 
has no power to coerce others to do in this regard what he him- 
self has done. He has thus disarmed himself, and placed his 
whole fortune, the proceeds of the labor of a quarter of a cen- 
tury, within the entire control of "'evas. Will that great and 
` opulent State avail itself of its power thus conferred to deprive 
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him of his rights, or will it do him justice? that 2s the question. 
If they will not pay him in money all tnat is due him, he will 
receive part in money and part in land; or it they force him 
down to the scaled rate of 70 cents en the dollar, let payment be 
made from the treasury, and Texas can draw the amount and 
receive interest upon it from the 1st of January, 1851. , 
The urgent pecuniary necessities of your memorialist will 
compel him to receive whatever Texas is willing to pay him, 
He prays your excellency to present this matter to the Legis- 
Jature, and he cannot doubt their satisfactory action on the sub-

The undersigned, of the committee on the Judiciary, to whom ` 
was referred a joint resolution providing for an amendment to 
the Constitution, so as to give the several District Courts of 
the State appellate jurisdiction over civil suits instituted before 
Justices of the Peace and other inferior judicial tribunals, beg 
leave to submita minority report. 

Believing, as we do, that the amendment proposed is indis- 
pensably necessary to fully secure and protect the rights of the 
people. For it cannot be denied that in a large portion of suits, 
commenced and determined before the magistrates of the State, 
however worthy that class of officers may be, yet, from the 
want of legal information, and the necessary facilities to enable 
them properly.to conduet judicial investigations, gross injus- 
tice is frequently done to parties interested. 
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Under the Constitution, as it now stands, the party aggrieved 
isdett wholly remediless, save through the very tardy and 
expensive process of obtaining the writ of certiorari. “To ob- 
tain said writ, the injured party is compelled to incur the 
expense of employing an attorney to prepare his petition; and 
not unfrequently is he compelled to advance means to procure 
an expressman, to send, some times a distance of one hundred 
and fitty miles, in search of a District Judge, the only officer 
known to the law, clothed with power to issue the writ sought. 

. And many times, after the injured party has incurred the ex- 
pense, and used all due dilligence to procure the writ of certi- 
orari and the necessary writs of supercedeas, yet from unaveid- 
able delay, arising from the inconvenience in obtaining tke 
same, an execution has issued against the injured party, his 
property seized and sacrificed to satisfy an unjust and illegal 
judgment. 

In view of the above facts, and others that might be urged 

- by the undersigned, they are deeply impressed with the neces 
sity of the amendment proposed, and earnestly recommend 
the adoption of the resolution.

This extract contains the narrative of Mrs. Wilson, of the 
particulars of the capture of herself and two boys, one twelve 
years of age, and the other seven, by the Gomanche Indians, 
and of her escape. l 

It appears that Mrs. Wilson is now at Santa Fé, where she 
has been kindly treated, and that Governor Meriweather pro- 
poses to send her tó her friends in Texas, so soon as her condi- 
tion will enable her to travel in the stage. 

" Governor M. informs me that he has taken measures tò re- 
cover the two boys who are still with the Indians. I have -for- 
warded a copy of this extract to Maj. R. S. Neighbors, and 
requested him to endeavor to obtain these two boys from the 


Indians, as early as possible, and have also addressed a letter 


to the Commisstoner of Indian Affairs at Washington City, 


‘requesting him also to.take measures to effect their immedi- 
‘ate rélease. I transmit, herewith, a copy of said extract for 


your information, and shall ‘cordially unite with you in any 


further measures you may deem necessary to be taken. — .

‘Your committee, before closing this report, cannot forbear 
calling attention to the importance of this road to a large por- 
tion of the people of Texas. It is second in-importance to the 
Pacific road only, and bids fair to'secure to the southern and 
southwestern portions of the State advantages similar to those 


: anticipated tothe northern portions of the State from the latter 


road. 

It will be perceived that this road commences on the Sabine, 
in latitude 31°, where it is designed to connect with a road 
leading to New Orleans, and runs through some of the richest 
portions of the State of Texas to Austin and San Antonio, and 
thence to the Rio Grande in latitude 28° 30’. Itis known that 
the greater portion of the country through which this road is 
designed to pass, is & prairie country and destitute of building 
materials, and therefore any road which can supply this defi- 
eieney will not only contribute to the convenience of the people 
on its line, but will also pay a handsome profit to the owners of 
the road on the capital invested. j 

That this road can supply all the vast region traversed by it 
with pine lumber for ‘building purposes, there remains not a

doubt, as the ‘wmount of pine luniber from the Sabine to the 
Trinity river is inexhaustible. 

In addition to this, the amount of travel on this road must 
be immense, as it will be the main thoroughfare from New Or- 
leans to Austin and San Antonio, and to the interior of Mexi- 
co. The point at which it will strike the Rio Grande, latitude 
989 30',is almost precisely the latitude of Guaymas on the 
Gulf of California, and it is believed by commercial men that 
at no distant day a railway connection between that place and 
some point on the Rio Grande will be effected. Should this 
prove to be correct, there is but very little doubt but that such 
road will be compelled to connect with this road, thus render- 
ing complete the railway connection between Guayryas, on the 
Gulf of California, and New Orleans, on the Gulf of Mexico. 

The importance of such a road to that portion of Texas tra- 
versed by it, and to the whole State, at once addrésses itself to 

,every thinking mind. It will certainly be a much shorter road 
than any one now proposed, or thought of, connecting the wa- 
ters of the two oceans ; and, therefore, other things being equal, 
commerce, which always seeks the cheapest channels of trans- 
portation, will most likely take this route. At any rate, it oc- 
curs to your committee that the proposed road should be char- 
tered, and placed upon an equal footing with other roads of.

The Special committee, to whom was referrod a bill to be en- 
titled. an.aet to promote internal improvements by carrying out 
the contract with Frederick Dawson, have considered the same, 
together with the various. matters connected therewith, and a 
majority of said committee have instructed me to report favor- 
ably ‘thereon. . 

Your committee are informed that in the month of Novem- 

ber, A. D. 1838, Samuel M. Williams; who had been commis- 
sioned by President Houston to contract for a navy for the Re- 
-public of Texas, and which navy should be provided with pro- 
visions and clothing for four hundred men, for six months, 
entered into an agreement for that purpose with Frederick 
‘Dawson, of the-city of Baltimore. The committee are apprised 
that this.contract was made with Mr. Dawson after every effort 
en the part of the loan commississioners to raise money on the 
bonds of the Republic had e.tirely failed. Mr. Dawson was 
not ignorant of our destitution of money at home, and our want 


of credit abroad, and yet in despite of this knowledge, although ` 


a stranger to our soil, and unacquainted with even the amount 
ofthe population of Texas, stimulated with the noble hope that 
the security of this infant nation would be guarantied, if in 
possession of a navy to defend her coast against the armed 
vessels which had been built a short time before in New York 
for Mexico, then waging a relentless war.against our nationali- 
ty, risked his money to give us that navy. 
The contract made with Mr. Dawson, at a time when every- 


thing was enshrouded in gloom, and even the existence of the ` 


Republic considered problematical by some of her truest pat- 
riots, was fulfilled, and the vessels moored in the harbor of Gal- 
veston, under the administration of President Lamar, who put- 
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ting them in commission, the * lone Star” floated at the mast- 
head of as gallant a little navy as ever sought battle with a foe. 

Prior to this event no government had recognized us as a 
nation but the United States. It is believed that the fact of 
Texas having a flag afloat on the ocean, and with the ability 
not only to protect her.own harbors front blockade, but to 
blockade the principal port of her enemy, operated as an in-, 
ducement for the recognition of our indepehdence by the an- 
cient and powerful kingdoms of England and France. It may 
be properly mentioned here in connection with this subject, 
that so little was known in Europe about our numerieal force, 
that we were supposed to have a population of almost one-half 
million of souls. TP 

Some of the events of the revolution of Texas have been em- 
bodied in history, and will bé preserved for the admiration of 
posterity, whilst many others, equally striking, have been for- 
gotten. Yet the event of the creation of our navy, and its arri- 
val on our coast, together with the fact that it was built, armed 
and provisioned by Mr. Dawson, ought now to be looked upon 
as a thing that was—which served our purpose and to be cast 
aside. 

The recognition and payment of Mr. Dawson’s claim is, in 
our opinion, not only demanded by justice, but entitled to espe- 
cial favor. The Government of the Republic of Texas recog- 
nized this debt up to the last moment of her existence, and 
why then should this State reject it? i 
~ We do believe that if Texas, under the circumstances, should 
repudiate this claim, she will be guilty of treason to the cause 
of freedom throughout the world, for the battles of liberty can- 
not be fought without means and munitions, obtained generally 
from men who, although aliens to the theatre of the revolution, 
yet sympathize deeply with the actors. 

In- addition to the liberality evinced by Mr. Dawson, when 
he came forward to the rescue of this land, revolutionized—her 
credit exhausted, and her friends worn out and almost in des- 
pair, still, however, presenting the sublime spectacle of a few 
thousand patriots battling against a nation of several millions, 
there are other inducements held out by the bill which, al- 
though they do not affect our decision in favor of Mr. Dawson's 
claim, commend themselves to the serious consideration of the 
Legislature, from the great and beneficial results which the 
mode of payment, as proposed, ‘must produce to the State. 

The proposition exhibits the confidence of Mr. Dawson in 
the coming greatness and ‘prosperity of this land, for unlike 
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all ithértereditorg- he does not desire to withdraw from beyond 
thie, joutésd?ction of our laws, and the influence of our fate, what 
may. be conceded to him, for he stands ready not only to invest 
what; Texas promised to pay him, but an equal amount in ad- 
dision;of his own funds, in order to accelerate Texas in achiev- 
ingete loftiest position in the Union.  ' 

+ Your committee consider the offer of Mr. Dawson (better 
and;more intimately acquainted with the Legislature of the 
State from personal observation than any other creditor,) as a 


‘high:-compliment paid to the integrity and wisdom of the le- 


giskators. And it is impéssible that other creditors, awakening 
19.2 just conception of the policy embodied in this bill, can re- 
niain blind to their interest, and shall not, coming forward, say 
to Texas, “ with your permission we will do likewise.” By this 
course the “gordian knot” o& the publie debt will be cut, and 
that long and much-vexed question adjusted on a basis profit- 
able, satisfactory and’ honorable to all parties. An ample and 
increasiag fund (and which we much need) will be created, and 
which fund as our State progresses, and our system of public 
and private corporate enterprizes expand, will bring to our aid 
from other creditors, moneys now locked up. We believe that it 
the enlightened policy suggested by Mr. Dawson is now adopt- 
ed; that Texas will in a short time possess a larger fund on bet- 
ter terms, with which to advance her commercial, agricultural 
and political influence than was ever before at the control of 
any State of the American confederacy.

The Speaker presented the following reasons in explandtion 
of his decision in regard to the final passage of a bill to be en- 
titled an act to encourage the construction of railroads in Texas 
by donations of land, heretofore made, to wit: 

On Friday the 20th inst., upon the final passage of the bill 
to be entitled an act to encourage the construction of railroads 
in Texas by donations of land, I called for the yeas and nays, 
and decided that it would require a vote of two-thirds to pass 
the bill; an appeal being taken and sustained by the House, I 
deem it but an act of justice to myself to cause to be spread 
upon the journal the reasons that induced me to make said de- 
cision. 

In entering upon these reasons, I, at once, lay down the pro- . 
position as incontrovertible, that the subject of internal im- 
provements cannot be legislated upon, under the Constitution, 
except by a vote of two-thirds of both houses of the Legislature. 
This bill is legislation upon that subject, and proposes to aug- 
ment the quantity or bonus of lands stipulated to the companies, 
upon certain conditions therein specified. If it were proposed 
simply to deprive these companies of any privilege, to lessen 
or take away any part of the compensation guarantied by their 
charters, it is most evident that such vote would be required to 
do so, because such an alteration or change of the stipulations 
of their charters could only be regarded as a repeal, or amend- 
ment to its fullest extent. If, then, this is true, it must be 
equally so when it is proposed to grant additional compensa- 
tion for the performance of contracts already agreed to, be- 
tween the State and the corporations as in this case, and an 
important condition of such contracts running against the State 
in behalf of the corporators, on their compliance with certain 
stipulations, Ifa condition runs against, there is no good rea- 
son why it should not also run in favor of the State. Then if it 
requires a vote of two-thirds to deprive the companies of any 
franchise, and the fact cannot be doubted, ought it not, or can 
there be any good reason shown why it does not require a like 
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authority to grant extra aid and compensation, or, confer new 
and additional privileges. This bill proposes to do both, and 
even more, by materially altering and amending important 
features of the agreements already entered into, both as for and 
against the State on the one side, and the corporators on the 


- other. pe 


The ninth section of the bill in one instance prohibits, and 
in another prescribes, a definite period for the alienation of 
the lands acquired by the companies, under the provisions of 
this or any other act, plainly extending in its bearing not only 
to the present and what is to be, but to what has already been 
done and acted upon, and is now of the laws of the land. The 
tenth section, in certain specified contingencies, provides for 
the sale and alienation of these lands, regardless of any pre-ex- 
isting laws to the contrary, by the Comptroller, and the dispo- 
sition of their proceeds. 

The bill offers to the corporators immense inducements for 
the acceptance of its provisions, in consideration of the surren- 
der of certain rights, under their charters, most immaterial in- 
deed in themselves to the sacrifice; for it is most true indeed 
that, by this argument, the State is to be the only loser, the 
corporations realizing all the advantages under the bargain as 
a means of protection against such a state of things. I be- 
lieve the Constitution has thrown in our way the disabilities to 
which I have alluded to be binding. A change of contract 
with individuals must be made in accordance with law, the 
same as the original contract, and so should it be with the State 
under the mandate of her Constitution. These are in part the 
reasons by which I have been governed, and, when summed up, 
clearly prove a change in the relative positions of the parties, 
yiz.: the State and the corporators ; and, to the common mind, 
amount to nothing else than repeal and amendment to the full- 
est extent they propose. It would be strange indeed if this 
could be done by an authority inferior to that which has legis- 
lated them into being. : 


Again, it is my opinion that the act is to be regarded as an 
appropriation. The Constitution positively prohibits this for 
purposes of internal improvement, except by a vote of two- 
thirds of both houses of the Legislature. It designates neither 
land or money, nor any other valuable thing, in using the word 
*appropriation;" and, it is not to be disguised, that this is os-. 
tensibly for the purpose of internal improvements, notwith- 
standing it may be also liable to the objeetion of being for pri- 
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vate or individual purposes, which is alike prohibited by the 
same article of the Constitution. 

. It may be said, in regard to its being an appropriation, that 
the lands are not money. What if they are not? Still they 
are a thing of value belonging to the State, and, to the extent 
of that value, are to be regarded as much its representative as 
any other thing belonging to the State, a representative of its 
worth and prosperity. The bonds in the treasury, or other evi- 
dences there, are not money in fact. They occupy the same po- 
sition, in truth, as the lands, according to the worth of the one, 
and the other; upon all equivalent principle, whatsoever evi- 
dences of worth and property the State is possessed of, accord- 
ing to their real value, stand in the same relation to the Legis- 
lature, and must have been alike comprehended.by the mean- 
ing of the Constitution. H. R. RUNNELS.

The undersigned, one of the Special committee to whom was 
referred a bill entitled an act to promote internal improve- 
ments, by carrying out the contract with Frederick Dawson, 
would respectfully ask to dissent from the report of the major- 
ity of that committee. ` 
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` The bill proposes a new-fangled and doubtful mode for the 
liquidation and payment of the debts of the late Republic of 
Texas, and disregards all laws hitherto enacted for that pur- 
pose. The mode has been adopted, and endorsed by the sove- 
reign people of the State, and the undersigned does not feel 
willingdilBecommend one contrary to the known will of the 
people which in its effects will nullify the acts of 1848 and 
50; commmonty called the “scaling system.” 

The bill proposes to pay off the face value of a compromit 
bond, “ B,” of $280,000, with interest thereon at the rate of 10 
per cent. from its date, the 3d day of November, 1838, tp to 
1850—amounting to $616,000—in stocks of internal improve- 
ments in the State of Texas ; and, asan inducement, Mr. Dawson 
invests a like amount of other funds in stocks of internal im- 
provements in the State. The undersigned thinks it an indig- 
nity that the State is to be Aired to pay what her creditors call 
her just debts. After the payment is made as contemplated 
in the bill) Mr. Dawson will have invested in the State 
$1,232,000—the best investment known in the world. Does 
the State of Texas owe Mr. Dawson? if so, what is the amount? 
It will be remembered that the Congress of the Republic of 
Texas passed a law which was approved Nov. 4th, 1837, for the 
augmentation of-her navy, authorizing the President to appoint 
an.agent with full powers to purchase certain’ vessels, to wit: 
* one ship or brig of about 500 tons burthen, to mount 18 guns;- 
two barques or brigs, about 300 tons burthen, mounting 12 guns 
each ; and three schooners, about 150 tons burthen, mounting 
5 or guns each, and fitted for service.” $280,000 was the ap- 
propriation for that purpose. In conformity to this act, Presi- 
dent Houston appeinted Samuel M. Williams, who went to 
Baltimore, and there on ‘the day of , 1838, consum- 
mated a contract with Mr. Dawson for the navy as above de- 
scribed.. The purchases were made upon a credit of 12 months’ 
time. Mr. Williams delivered bond “A” for the sum of 
$280,000, at ten per cent. from date. But Mr. Dawson, as a 
compromit or pledge, before he would agree to finish the ves- 
sels, required Williams to pledge another bond, * B,” of a like 
amount, and placed it in the bank at Philadelphia, and which 
was, upon failure to pay bond * A,” at the expiration of, 12 
months, to become the property of and to be delivered to Mr.

Such being the conclusion of your committee, it may not be 
inappropriate to refer to some of the evidence on the subject. 
Dr. Anson Jones states: “I heard Generals Santa Anna and 
Almonte declare that the movemeut of the Mexican army to- 
wards Buffalo Bayou, was maigififiiaused by Harrisburg being 
the seat of Government at the P I have no doubt the de- 
. struction of the place was causé@gpolely by its being tempora- 
rily occupied by the President and his Cabinet.” | 

Gen. Sherman, who was then Colonel in the army of Texas, 
says: "It was well understood that the Mexican army marched 
upon Harrisburg in consequence of the Texan Government be- 
ing established at that place." 

Gen. Rusk states: “I was Secretary of War of the late Re- 
public of Texas in the spring of 1836,and went with the other 
members of the Cabinet to Harrisburg, where the seat of Go- 

| vernment was temporarily established. I left there in April 
| and joined the army on the Brazos; a few days afterwards the 
army, in its march to San Jacinto, passed near Harrisburg, 
which had been burned by the enemy, who, I have never 
doubted, was attracted to that place by the factthat it had been 
occupied as the seat of Government.” E 

Gen. Houston, in a letter addressed to a son of the memorial- 
ist, says: “I am decidedly of the opinion that the occupation 
of Harrisburg was the principal and almost only inducement 
for its subsequent investrhent and destruction by the Mexicans, 
and that such an occupation justifies the demand made by your 
father for indemnification for his losses. This, I believe, haa 
been the course of the United States Government in adjudica- 
ting damages sustained by her citizens during War, and seems 
to me to be the only equitable way of se&tling and adjudicating 
such claims as originate from devastations of the enemy.” 

The Hon. Abner S. Lipscomb in reference to the subject 
matter of the memorial, s&ys: “If the question of your right to 
remuneration had been one that the judicial tribunals of the 
State could have tried, I would have considered it improper to 
have expressed an opinion on its validity ; but as it depends 
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upon the moral sense of the Legislature, I have no hesitancy in 
saying that remuneration ought to be made in‘all such cases as 
soon as the ability of the State will permit it to be done.” 

In a communication from Gen. A. Sidney Johnson, address- 
ed to the memorialist, which has been submitted to your com- 
mittee, he says: “If there is any doubt that every citizen who 
has lost his property by the devastations of the enemy is enti- 
tled to compensation on the ground that it is constructively ap- 
propriated for defence, there should I think be none in your 
case, for your property had actually been’appropriated to the 
use of the State by the occupancy of the ehief officers of the 
Government.” 

Your committee have referred to the above statements and 
opinions of men high in the confidence of the country, because 
they are deservedly entitled to great consideration, and sustain 
the conclusions of your committee in the particular submitted 
tothem: That the Government by its act in occupying Har- 
risburg occasfoned the destruction of the property of the me- 
morialist, and that every principle of justice and sound policy 
requires that the Government should remunerate for the loss. - 

The memorialist has long been a citizen of Texas, and in her 
early struggles active and efficient in advancing the prosperity 
of the Colonies, and then in his aid rendered the Republic va- 
luable service in her earliest struggles for independence. He 

_is growing old ; many referred to at the end of the memorial, 
whose testimony would sustain his claim, have passed away 
since the memorial was first presented to the consideration of 
the Legislature, which fact admonishes your committee that if 
the claim of the memorialist is to be granted it should be 
granted at once, or he may not live to see the justice of his 
country vindicated by granting his prayer. 

The lowest estimate of damages, as presented by the evi- 
dence, is 25 to 30 thousand dollars. In April, 1836, the losses 
much exceeded that sum. 

Believing the prayer of the petitioner should be granted, 
they report a substitute for the bill referred, and recommend- 
the passage of the same.

That Mr. E. Kirk was recommended to t vernor by ma- 
ny citizens of this city as a «uitable perso ct as agent in 
procuring thé furniture for the Capitol. The™Governor caused 
said Kirk to make out a schedule of such articles as were ne- 
cessary for the Senate chamber and House of Representatives, 
which met his approval. The Governor then engaged Mr. E. 
Kirk, requiring from him a bond with good security to the 
amount of ten thousand dollars for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 


. He gave the agent written instructions to procure the furni- 
ture in any of the cities of the United States; also, to visit 
different State Capitols and examine the most approved style of 
furnishing the same, and after sufficie it information, to make 
such changes differing from the schedule as he (Kirk) might. 

think best. 
Mr. Kirk selected the city of Philadelphia as being the most 
irt place from its manufacturing establishments, as he 
uld obtain no furniture elsewhere ready made, as he repre- 

- gents, that would answer. 


"We find that twenty-five thousand dollars of the-five per: 
cent. U. S. bonds were appropriated for furnishing the Capitol. 
The Governor agreed to give Mr. E. Kirk one thousand dollars 
for the purchasing, superintending the manufacturing and deli- 
very of the furniture at Port Lavaca. Five hundred of this 
amount was paid to him on his leaving on his mission—the 
remainder of his salary has not yet been paid. 


We find that $24,760 63 has been expended in the first cost of 
the different articles of furniture and transporting the same to 
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Port Lavaca.. We find that Mr. Kirk has drawn from the ap- 
propriation $91,650, leaving a balance in the Treasury, inclu- 
ding premium and interest on the bonds of $5,157 63, to meet 
- eontingent expenses of transporting the furniture fróm Lavaca 
to this city. Said transportation costs $4,520 00, as,per con- 
y tract by the Government with Mr. E. Nash.

These are the principal items to which we wish to draw your 
attention, although there are others, such as oil, lightning rods, 
et cetera, purchased out of the appropriation, which we deem 
useful, indeed necessary. 

Upon examination of Mr. Kirk’s bills, we find by his aegom- 
vanying vouchers, that he has paid out to the amount of $24,- - 
760 73, on first cost and transportation of said furniture, &c., to 
Port Lavaca, and per his statement has advanced out of his 
private means for the same $9,110 78, having received but 
$21,650 00 of the appropriation. 

We found Mr. Kirk still acting under the authority'of Go- 
vernor Bell in superintending and placing the furniture in E

Your committee would not discharge their duty were they 
to refrain from the expression of their opinion, that the furni- 
e ture in the aggregate is not of first rate materials ; the wooden 
furniture, in the main, is slightly put together; and that the 
prices given for almost every article are at least one-third more 
than their value; that Mr. Kirk has transcended his authority 
in the amount expended, (as represented by his vouchers,) for 
the Governor says, in his letter of authority, to draw on Messrs. 
Clement & Hayden of New York, that he (Kirk) is authorised 
to purchase furniture on account of the State to the amount of 
twenty-four thousand dollars, which amount is to include 
transportation to thes city, (Austin.) There is no evidence that 
this instruction was ever countermanded ; on the contrary, we 
have Mr. Kirk’s word that it was not, and his letters to the Go- 
vernor sustain this opinion. In these letters, he states that 
the cost for all-the furniture, including thé cost of shipping to 
Lavaca, would not exceed twenty thousand dollars. Until July 
3d, 1853, (about the time of his leaving for Texas,) he has not 
undeceived the Governor as to the cost of the articles purchased. 

n this day he writes to the Governor for the first time, that 

he cost will be greater than he had anticipated, and says: 

“T beg your excellency to suspend judgment until you have 
been an eye witness to my varied and extensive purchases; 
then I fondly hope the award will not be one of censure, but 
well done thou good and faithful servant, &c., &c.” 


Mr. Kirk then, has, in the opinion of the committee— 
Ist. Exceeded his authority in the expenditure of the Gov- 
ernment money. l : 
2d. That the articles purchased cost (per vouchers,) one-third 
more than their value.: - ‘ 
3d. That Mr. Kirk did not act in good faith in bringing a 
considerable amount of private freight on the chartered vessel 
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to Lavaca, and from that place to this city, at the expense of 
the State, to the amount of five hundred 34-100 dollars, as 
appears from a bill rendered by Mr. Nash. But simple justice 
requires us to say that Mr. Kirk states that he had permission 
from the Governor to transport these articles on the ship and 
wagons in employ of the State, free of charge. 

The committee would respectfully recommend, that in any 
séttlement made with Mr. Kirk, that he be allowed a liberal 
compensation for his services in receiving and placing the fur- 
niture in the Capitol; also to compensate the mechanies and 
laborers employed by him in said work. o 

Your committee also recommend the payment of the remain- 
ing balance due Mr. E. Nash for hauling; also, the payment 
of the account of Messrs. Forbes & Co., for lighterage and 
storage, &c. l

wate relief, with instructions to incorporate the same into a 
mammoth bill which contains between one hundred and fifty 
and two hundred thousand acres of land, have complied with 
the same. We, the minority, think this an extravagant amount 
of land to donate to persons for neglecting their duty from the 
date of their emigration; many of whom arrived herein 1831, 
79,78 and every year since until the boards of lands commission- 
ers were closed. 

We, the minority, believe that the passage of such a bill will 
‘only be opening the door for thousands of claims that have ne- 
ver as yet made their appearance, and really do not exist. Be- 
‘sides, we believe that the Legislature is not the proper place to 
adjudicate claims which we believe wholly of a judicial char- 
acter. Therefore, we would recommend that the courts of the 
‘country be opened for their relief and their claims be investi- 
gated, and, if found to be meritorious, let merit be awarded 
them. We deem it unnecessary and inexpedient to enter into 
. 34 full detail of all the objectionable features of this bill, as it 
would take some time to investigate and set out the full bear- 
ing with the numerous evidence against them. 

“Therefore we, the minority, solemnly protest against such a 
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bill, from the fact that we believe every claim should stand or 
fall on its own merits.. Therefore, we would most respectfully 
recommend the rejection of the report recommended by the 
. committee recommending its adoption, &c.

Gentlemen of the Senate and 
House of Representatives : 

I return herewith to the House of Representatives, in which 
it originated, an act to incorporate Tyler University. 

My objections to this act are based upon the 9th section there- 
of, which is in these words: 

“Sec. 9th. All the lands, public buildings and other proper- 
ty belonging to said University, are hereby declared free from 
any kind of State, county, or corporation tax.” | 

Without discussing the policy of exempting all the property 
of such institutions from taxation, Iam clearly of the.opinion, 
that whatever amount of their property is exempt from taxa- 
ation should be exempted by a general law that should apply 
to all institutions in the State of a similar character. 

The 27th section of the 7th article of our constitution de- 
clares, that “taxation shall be equal and uniform throughout 
the State; all property in this State shall be taxed in propor- 
tion to its value, to be ascertained as directed by Jaw, exce 
such property as two-thirds of both houses of the Legislature 
may think proper to exémpt from taxation.” 

think a reasonable construction of this section requires that 
Where any -property . is-exempted from taxation it should be 
done by a general law applying to all property similarly situg- 
ted in the State. Such seems to have been the opinion of early 
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Legislatures, for the second Legislature: passed two general 
laws on this subject. The first exempted from taxation all 
buildings, with their furniture and library, designed and used 
solely for purposes of education or publie worship, together 
with the land owned by said institution of learning or churches 
upon which the same maybe situated, not exceeding ten acres ; 
the second made a similar exemption in favor of all charitable 
and literary associations. 
Upon reference to our statutes, it will be found that previous 
to annexation 14 colleges and literary institutions were incorpo- 
. rated, 7 of them with a provision similar to the one objected to 
in this act, 5 of them with a provision exempting their pro- 
perty from taxation for five years, and two without any exemp- 
tion. The section of our State constitution before referred to, 
abrogated all these exemptions, and subjected all the property 
of such institutions to taxation; and thus the law remained un- 
til the passage of the general laws on the subject by the 2d Le- 
gislature. Since that time, and previous to the paesent session, 
thirty-four colleges and literary institutions have been incorpo- 
rated ; thirty of them have no provision exempting any of 
their property from taxation, one exempts the same property 
that is exempted by the general laws, and three of them have a 
provision similar to that contained in this act. 
Three institutions of the kind have been incorporated at the 
resent session, neither of which contain any such provision. 
t appears, that while we have in the State fifty-one chartered 
eolleges and literary institutions, forty-eight of them are sub- 
ject to our general laws, which exempts from taxation only 
their buildings, furniture, library and land on which their 
buildings are situated, not exceeding ten acres, and only three 
of them, viz: the Galveston College, the Gonzales College, and 
the Texana Academy are incorporated with provisions similar 
to the one objected toin thisact. Thesethree, I have no doubt, 
were passed inadvertently and without this provision being 
noticed. ` 
Were there no other objection to this provision but the fact 
that it grants a privilege which is denied forty-eight other in- 
stitutions in the State of a similar character, it would be suffi- 
cient to induce me to withhold my approval from it; but I 
think it will probably be held by thé"eourts, that this provision 
conflicts with the section of our constitution which directs that 
no law shall embrace but.one object, and that shall be ex- 
pressed in its title. The title of this law is: “An act to incor 
: porate Tyler University." This provision exempting its prop- 
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efty. from taxation seeks to attain an object which is not ex- 
pressed in the title, and which is entirely foreign to the object 
that is expressed in the title. No one will contend for a mo- 
ment that this provision’is necessary for the incorporation of 
the university, or for its establishment or government. .

Gentlemen of the Senate, | 
and of the House of Representatives: 
' I have examined an act relinquishing to the Counties the 
State Tax for the years 1854 and 1855, and find there are pro- 
visions in it to which I cannot give my üssent. 
The first section provides “that nine-tenths of the State tax 
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hereafter to be collected, under the existing laws, on the assess- 
ment to be made for the years 1854 and 1855, are hereby re- ` 
linquished to the respective counties where said tax is assessed, 
to be disbursed for the benefit of said counties," &c. If this relin- 
quishment had been made to the counties in which the proper- 
ty is situated upon which the taxes are assessed, I should have 
nó objection to the bill, and would have approved it. 


You are aware that, under our assessment law, each indivi- 
dual has the privilege of assessing allof his property in the 
State in the county where he resides, although portions of it 
may be situated in every other county of the State, and this is 
the. usual mode in which the property of residents'in the State 
is assesgd ; consequently the effect of this law will be, that the 
taxes cM#lected upon property situated in one county will, in 
many instances, be expended in and for the benefit of another 
county. 

ga derstand the object of this law is, to enable the counties 
to pay their debts, erect court houses and jails, and make such 
other improvements as will tend to the convenience of the 
people. All of these objects are proper charges upon the per- 
sons and property of the citizens of the county in which they 
are to be effected, and I do not consider it just to tax property 
situated in one county to be expended for these objects in ano- 
ther county. 


"This provision is particularly unjust to the citizens of the 
frontier counties of the State, where the land is owned by non- 
residents of the’@ounty ; court-houses and jails have to be erect- 
ed, and other improvements made, all of which tend to enhance 
the value of all the real estate in the county, that of non-resi- 
dents as well as residents, where the expense of making these 
improvements fall upon the property of residents of the county, 
except so far as the county tax contributes towards making 
them, which in most of the counties is insufficient to pay the 
ordinary expenses of the county. 

I am aware that the 8th section of the law provides that the 
taxes of non-residents, which are paid to the Comptroller, shall 
be paid over to those counties where the property is situated 
upon which such taxes are paid ; but it will be found, on exa- - 
mination, that only a very small portion of the taxes of non- 
residents are paid to the Comptroller, and that much the larg- 
est portion are paid to the assessors and collectors of other 
counties than those in which the property is situated. 

These considerations have induced me to withhold my ap- 
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proyal from the dill in question, and I therefore"return it to 
you, in aecordance with the requirements of the Constitution.

$10,454 87, worth not exceeding fifty cents to the dollar; leav- 
ing a balance due Mr. Sanderson of $5,227 43, which sum a 
majority of this committee think the heirs are justly entitled 
to. A portion of the committee believe interest should be al- 
lowed upon this balance up to the present time, but as a ma-° 
jority did not agree to it, I am instructed to report a bill, as a 
substitute for the original bill, covering only the actual diffe- 
rence in the money advanced and the amount repaid. There 
is no difference of opinion as to the facts; the proof of their 
existence, as above stated, is of record; and the committee 
also had before them the affidavit of Dr. William M..Shepperd, 
the then Secretary of the Navy, stating that the supplies ob- 
tained of Mr. Sanderson, for the use of the Navy, were fur- 
nished by him “at a time of immediate and pressing want,” 
and that “said sum of $10,454 87 was ¢ontracted to be paid 
him in par money, in April, 1838.”
